The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertairis. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 

35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over GB 1385453. 

The reference teaches on pg. 3 dry burned sludge of 6-1 0mm size and possibly containing 
clay.30% carbon in the product is taught, and implied is the presence of metal oxides. As iron is 
a common metal impurity, it appears that it is present in the composition. No difference is seen 
between this disclosure and what is claimed, even though the claimed verbiage is not used. It 
appears that the amount of binder is within the range of claim 2- see pg. 3 lines 75-85. See also 

pg.2. 



Claims 2, 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 1385453. 
The reference does not explicitly teach the amount of binder, however using the claimed 
amount is an obvious expedient of optimization to make a durable sorbent; see In re Boesch 
205 USPQ215. 
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Claims 1-5, 10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over DeRuiter et al. 6300276. 
The reference teaches in columns 5, 9 making carbon of the claimed size with clay and binder 
by pyrolysis of waste. As water can be added, this is deemed to be the washing of claim 12.
